FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Germany, | 
July 28.—Dr. Hugo Eckener, com- 
manding the Graf Zeppelin on her 
Arctic cruise, notified the Zeppelin 
works by radio today that the big 
dirigible had alighted briefly in the 
bay off Hooker Island, Franz Josef 
Land. 

For 13 minutes she rested-on the 
still waters of the bay near the 
Russian icebreaker Maligin, which 
sailed into the North with a party 
of tourists and anchored off the 
island for the rendezvous. 

Floating ice in the Arctic bay 
made it inadvisable for the Graf 
to remain on the water longer 
than she did. 

Atmospheric disturbances made 
radio reception difficult, but it was 
said that the descent took place 
early last night and the Graf and 
the Maligin exchanged mail. 

The exchange of letters was an 
important feature in the financing 
of the dirigible’s trip, as stamp 
collectors will value the canceled 
stamps highly. 

The Graf is expected to be in 
the Arctic about five more days, 
during which the scientific party 
aboard will collect data on meteo- 
rological conditions, wind direc- 
tions, current tendencies and other 
matters. 

The 16 passengers and 30 mem- 
bers of the crew aboard the Graf 
Zeppelin enjoyed an experience un- 
paralleled in polar navigation when 
the Graf settled on the frigid wa- 
ter, making the first use of the 
pontoons which had been fastened | 
to her silver hull before the ship | 
left Friedrichshafen. i

The Maligin, carrying Gen. Um- 
berto Nobile, Italian polar explorer, 
and several Russian scientists, on 
an expedition to the polar regions, 
had been cruising near Franz Jo- 
seph Land for some days, awaiting 
the arrival of the Zeppelin. 

The pontoons which enabled the 
Graf to descend on the Arctic sea 
were perfected by engineers of the 
Zeppelin works, who constructed 
them according to a formula based 
on wartime experimentation. Dur- 
ing the war, Zeppelins frequently 
were equipped with such pontoons 
and used to descend on Lake Con- 
stance after raiding and _ recon- 
noitering over Europe. None of the 
wartime Zeppelins in any way com- 
pared with the Graf in size, how- 
ever, and the first tryout of the 
Graf's pontoons, which took place 
Several weeks ago, was watched 
with keen interest. They proved 
entirely successful, and Dr. Eck- 
ener said he would descend in the 
Arctic unless weather conditions 
prevented it, in which case he 
would drop the Maligin’s mail to 
the Soviet vessel’s deck. 

It was understood Dr. Eckener 
Planned additional descents in re- 
gions closer to the pole. The spot 
where the Graf and the Maligin 
met is about 600 miles from the 
pole.

FAYETTE, Mo., July 28.—Con- 
gressman Sam C. Major, 62 years 
old, veteran representative of the 
Seventh Missouri Congressional 
District, a Democrat, died at his 
home here today at 2:20 p.m. He 
suffered a paralytic stroke July 19. 

Congressman Major was born in 
Fayette, Howard County, July 2, 
1869, and after being admitted to 
the bar in 1890, served as Prose- 
cuting Attorney of Howard Conn- 
ty, State Senator and Congressman 
from his district.

EUROPEAN LEADERS 


Thinks 
of Economists Can Set 


Matters Straight. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 28. — Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler returned 
today from Europe on the liner 
Majestic carrying “an outstanding 
impression” of the “marked abil- 
ity of the responsible leaders. of 
Central European states.” 

He spoke of the “firm grasp” 
these Central European leaders 
have upon “the essential elements 
of the problems which face the 
world, and their determined pur- 
pose to seek the solution of those 
problems through peaceful discus- 
sion and consideration, and, when 
necessary, through judiical arbitre- 
ment.”’ 

“There is absolutely no talk of 
war and no thought of war in Cen- 
tral Europe,” said the president of 
Columbia University. 

“Everywhere the economic prob- 
lem takes precedence over all eise. 
What is most needed at the mo- 
ment is a quick and skilled exam- 
ination of this problem with a view 
to influencing and guiding public 
opnion everywhere. 

“The race is between construc- 
tive solution of the economic prob- 
lem which faces the world and the 
social revolution which might 
easily happen in a half dozen dif- 
ferent countries. This is why 
haste is necessary. 

“With that fact in view I have 
been proposing an early interna- 
tional conference of economists of 
the first rank and of some tried 
men of affairs of equally high 
standing, for a double purpose; 
first, to agre upon a series of prop- 
ositions, diagnostic in character, to 
tell the world what in their judg- 
ment present conditions really are 
and involve; and second, to frame 
a series of proposals, therapeutic 
in character, which will indicate 
how relief may be had. 

“If such a group would agree up- 
on a statement of this kind and 
give it to the world, public opin- 
ion would support it with vigor in 
every Jand, and Governments would 
quickly be required to act in obe- 
dience to that publie opinion.” 
“It is interesting to observe,” Dr. 
Butler said, “that the nearer one 
gets to Russia, the less fear is ex- 
pressed of the spread of Commu- 
hism toward the West. In Hun- 
gary, for example, it is agreed on 
all hands that country was vacci- 
nated for Communism. so to speak,

GERMANY TRYING TOAD 


Secretary, Back in London, 
Declares He Saw No 
Sign of Revolution. 


By the Assdpiated Press. 
LON , July 28.—Germany is 
beginning to realize that hér eco- 


nomic problem is one which de- 
mands self-help, Secretary of State 
Henry L. Stimson said today on 
his return from a two- day visit to 
Berlin, and the country. has taken 
the first steps toward recovery. 

“The people I saw in the streets 
and parks,” he said, “‘were not on 
the brink of revolution. They 
looked their Chancellor in the eye, 
and, although many recognized us 
as we mingled with the crowds, 
there was not a single hostile dem- 
onstrtation.”’ 

He talked with Chancellor 
Bruening, President von Hinden- 
burg and other German’ officials 
about the country’s economic and 
other problems, he said, and he 
believes the American viewpoint is 
better understood now than it was 
before. 

In very frank discussions he told 
them they could not re-establish 
confidence in Germany so long as 
complaints about hardships con- 
tinue, and he was informed at the 
Embassy here today, he said, that 
complaints about hard times in 
Germany have been few since the 
Seven-Power conference in London. 

Talking about the war days with 
the President and the Chancellor, 
he discovered that Dr. Brrening 
was a.machine-gunner at Bourlon 
Wood, near Cambrai, when Colonel 
Stimson was serving with an Amer- 
ican unit just opposite. 

Problems of the approaching 
disarmament conference were dis- 
cussed in some detail, and the Ger- 
mans told the Secretary that the 
‘country is arming even less than 
the limits of the Versailles Treaty. 
He told them they would go to the 
conference at Geneva next year 
with an exceptionally strong case. 

Everywhere, Stimson said, he 
heard comments indicating a wide- 
spread and growing desire for es- 
tablishment of really friendly re- 
lations with France, and he con- 
cluded that such an arrangement 
may be made in the near future. 

Stimson saw Ambassador Dawes 
at luncheon today, gave him a4 
brief resume. of the situation in 
Europe, and arranged to see him 
again before going up to Scotland 
on Friday for the grouse season. 
On Thursday night he will be the 
dinner guest of Foreign Secretary 
Henderson and probably will meet 
Prime Minister MacDonald there.

Germans were cheered by Mac- 
Donald’s declaration last night that 
if she did not give way to despair 
“other nations will help her and 
not suffer her to go under.” The 
Premier made this statement at a 
dinner in honor of himself and his 
Foreign Secretary at the Chancel- 
lory. 

The British statesmen have been 
acclaimed by Berlin crowds with 
a fervor not exceeded by the re- 
ceptions in the old days accorded 
popular members of royalty. Their 
simple, unostentatious demeanor is 
recognized as having greatly im- 
pressed plain folks, who see them 
as men like themselves. 

Chancellor Bruening's mouth- 
piece, the newspaper Germania, de- 
clared the evidence of British readi- 
ness to help the distressed Father- 
land ranks with President Hoover's 
plan granting a year’s respite from 
reparations. 

Necessity of Solidarity. 


The keynote of the speeches by 
Mr. MacDonald and Chancellor 
Bruening at last night's dinner 
was the necessity of solidarity and 
co-operation in combating a Euro- 
pean crisis which was described 
as threatening to engulf.all civili- 
gation. To that end, MacDonald 
briefly stressed his wish that the 
German statesmen might seek a 
continuance of contact with the 
heads of the French Government. 

In this MacDonald encountered 
the cordial support of a section of 
the moderate press. Thus, the 
Tageblatt said: “If only the con- 
structive efforts of Mr. Hoover 
and Mr. MacDonald took root in 
the European contineny, they would 
bear refreshing fruit and the best 
fruit of all would be if, thanks to 
American and English help, Ger- 
many and France would become 
friends.”’ 

The Prime Minister exhorted the 
young generation to exercise mu- 
tual forbearance. A section of Re- 
publican Reischbanner men, _re- 
turning from acclaiming the British 
statesman on his arrival in Berlin, 
encountered a group of young na- 
tional Socialists. Several heads 
were broken before police sepa- 
rated the combatants. 

Speeches at Dinner. 

Chancellor Brtening, after toast- 
ing President von Hindenburg and 
King George V at the dinner last 
night, welcomed his guests by de- 
claring the German people “felt a 


ready acceptance of the Hoover 
plan.” 

Responding to the toast of wel- 
come, Prime Minister MacDonald 
said: . 

“We were giad to receive your 
visit to London and we were equal- 
ly pleased to accept your return 
invitation. Such mutual visits 
have become an absolute necessity 
for developing and strengthening 
good understanding in the world. 

“We have not come to Berlin, 
however, merely to return your call 
but also to show the world that, 
despite the difficulties of the pres- 
ent situation, our confidence in 
Germany continues undiminished.” 

Declaring that Germany is pass- 
ing through “serious times,” the 
Prime Minister added that he and 
his colleague were “filled with ad- 
miration for the country” and firm- 
ly convinced that “if she exerts all 
her intellectual, moral and eco- 
nomic powers to get on her feet 
again, without giving way to de- 
spair, other nations will help her,” 
because, he said, “‘a free, self-re- 
specting Germany ifs indispensable.” 

“The results of the London con- 
ference,” he said. “have not been 
a sensation, but those things upon 
which an agreement was reached 
are already carried out, to a great 
extent. 

“The study of the German fi- 
nancial position has begun, the ad- 
visors provided for by the London 
conference are here in Berlin and 
the machinery is thereby set in mo- 
tion. The most important fact is 
that the nations represented at the 
London conference were able to 
agree about co-operating, about as- 
sisting Germany. . 

Mutual Confidence Essential. 

“All financial resources must be 
employed to hold together ths 
structure of civilization. The wun- 
derlying causes of the present crisis 
must sooner or later be clearly en- 
visaged and a solution sought with 
the common sense and good will 
for which a feeling of mutual con- 
fidence is essential. 

“This confidence has a personal 
as well as a national aspect. Great 
Britain and Germany have already 
done much in this respect and IT 
hope similar future meetings will 


contribute to a still better mutual ; 


understanding. 

“Since the end of the London 
conference many important things 
have happened. First, I would like 
to say I appreciate the assistance 
of France and I wish that the con- 
versations between yourselves and 
the French statesmen may  con- 
tinue, with the participation of 
other countries if necessary.

Less than two years 
after the marriage, Van Blarcom 
caused his wife’s arrest on a charge 
of bigamy, alleging that she was 
the wife of another man on their 
marriage. Van Blarcom failed to 
appear as a witness, and in April, 
1925, the bigamy charge against 
his wife was dismissed in Clayton 
Circuit Court. 

The house at 1 Westmoreland 
was the Van Blarcom residence in 
the banker’s lifetime, and was 
Frederick Van Blarcom’s home in 
his earlier years. He has not lived 
in St. Louis in recent years.

‘Building Laws as Result 
' of Inquiry. 


Director of Public Safety Stein- 
inger, reporting on the. recent 
junket of s@ven members of the 
Public Safety Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen and himself 
through .Canada and Eastern cities 
of the United States to study im- 
provements in building construc- 
tion, states that opinion is divided 
as to the worth of certain con- 
struction innovations, and recom- 
mends no drastic changes in the 
local building code. The trip re- 
quired 17 days and cost $3000 
from the contingent fund of the 
Board of Aldermen. 

Steininger and members of the 
committee were particularly inter- 


ested in electric welding of steel 


building frames, in place of rivet- 
ing, the substitution of steel pipe 
for cast iron pipe, cinder blocks as 
fireproofing material and various 
types of electric refrigeration. 

It was learned, according to 
Steininger, that welding of steel 
building frames is not generally 
recommended in the East, except 
by engineers of the General Elec- 
tric Co., who have substituted 
welding for riveting in several 
General Electric plants at Pittsburg 
and other cities. Objection to 
welding voiced by city officials at 
Cleveland, Philadelphia and else- 
where is based on the cost of the 
field inspection, and lack of a 
method for testing the safety of a 


building following its completion. ~ 


Cinder blocks are used for fire- 
proofing under certain conditions 
in New York City, the committee 
found, but are not permitted in 
other cities, including Montreal 
and Pittsburg. In Philadelphia 
and several other cities steel pipe 
is used for water connections in 
place of cast iron pipe. 

The report comments on the 
rigid building inspection in the 
District of Columbia, and a model 
jail for 30 to 90-day offenders at 
| Montreal. 

Types of electric refrigeration 
| were found to be varied, the report 


recommends those systems using a | 
fluid having an odor, in order that 


leaks may be readily detected.

Origin of the Suit. 

Cc. B: Clark and W. H. Steed 
filed suit against the labor union 
in St. Louis Circuit Court tp en- 
force provisions of insurance’ poli- 
cies issued by the union to several 
of its members, after the policies 
had been canceled by the union. 
The grand lodge of the union has 
its headquarters in Ohio.” 

The Circuit Court sustained a 
demurrer filed by the union, which 
contended the courts had no juris- 
diction because the union was a 
voluntary association and as such 
was incapable of being sued at law. 

Commissioner John T. Sturgis, 
who wrote the opinion handed 
down today, pointed out that State 
insurance laws covered the trans- 
action of insurance business by 
voluntary associations and that in- 
surance contracts when made by 
such associations were binding and 
subject to suits to enforce them. 

Commissioner Sturgis said the 
Court was not impressed with the 
argument that the Missouri laws 
were so deficient that large associa- 
tions like the Brotherhood of Rail- 
road Trainmen could carry on busi- 
ness in the State, make insurance 
contracts, collect thousands of dol- 
lars in premiums and dues, but 
when brought into court “to answer 
a violation of or a refusal to per- 
form contracts they can defy the 
Court to afford any remedy by as- 
serting their legal nonentity and 
want of capacity to be sued.” 

“Still a Legal Entity.” 

“Tt is an absurdity to say that the 
defendant can make contracts of 
insurance but cannot be sued there- 
on,” the commissioner said. “If the 
defendant has legal capacity to 
make a contract of insurance, it 
has legal capacity to be sued there- 
on. If it is a legal entity when 
making such contracts, it retains 
such legal entity when sued there- 
on. 

‘When sued on such contracts in 
the name which it has used in mak- 
ing the same, it ought not be al- 
lowed to say that it is a mere myth 
—an intangible nonentity incapable 
of being sued. 

“All that we 1eced hold in the 
present case is that when such an 
unincorporated association engages 
in this State and elsewhere in the 
business cf insuring its members to 
whom it issues insurance contracts 
and from whom it collects pre- 
miums, then such associations may 
be sued in the courts of this State, 
in the name in which they contract 
and do business, on causes of action 
growing out-of and based on such 
contracts.”

prison (a report of the Missouri 
Department of Penal Institutions 
for 1930) disclosed that during the 
year five men committed suicide. 
four were killed by other prisoners 
and 78 escaped. 

“Severe rules and strict enforce- 
ment are of less importance,” the 
Wickersham investigators say, 
“than the atmosphere of the in- 
stitution. It is the mode, the tone. 
the unofficial relationship within 
the institution, rather than the ac- 
tual rules or their enforcement. 
which determine its disciplinary 
problems. 

“If the institutional environment 
is soothing, if there is interesting 
occupation, if the men can keep 
going without undue irritation, with 
an opportunity to get an outlet of 
some sort for the restlessness that 
comes from restraint and confine- 
ment, the behavior difficulties are 
few. If, on the other hand, there 
is a great deal of unnecessary irri- 
tation, if the environment is irri- 
tating, then no amount of disci- 
pline or cruelty will save the insti- 
tution from internal violence, riot, 
fire and murder.

ALFONSO. DENIES ABDICATING 
RIGHTS IN FAVOR OF THIRD SON 


Meets Boy on Return From. Dart- 
mouth Naval School; Lord Lon- 
With Them.

Juan Esteban Montero and Pedro 
Blanquier are again in charge of 
the Government of Chile today, 
and foreign business interests in- 
dicated they ha@ complete confi- 
dence in them. 


Montero, professor of law at the 
University of Chile and a firm ad- 
vocate of freedom for the people, 
took over the Government from 
Pedro Opazo yesterday after Opa- 
zo had been acting President oniy 
a few hours, in succession to Car- 
los Ibanez, who fled the country 
after a public uprising that lasted 
three days. ' 

Montero and Blanquier won pop- 
ular acclaim by their program of 
economy, instituted when they 
were members of an Ibanez cab- 
inet just before the overthrow af 
the former President. That pro- 
gram will again be put into effect. 

As Vice President and Acting 
President, Montero will serve as 
head of the State for 60 days, then 
elections will be held.

Breaking a 20-Year Record, 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OR many years I have sat on the 


side lines in wonder and amazement 


at the St. Louis traffic laws and the 
way in which the Police Department 
functions. Since 1911 I have been driv- 
ing automobiles in our fair city, as well 
es in many other large cities, and be- 
cause I have always had good brakes, 
good lights and a clear head, have never 
received a traffic ticket, scratched a 
fender or caused a dime’s worth of 
damage. 

The record has finaly been broken 
by what I—and several other fellow vic- 
tims—consider one of the silliest and 
dumbest pieces of law enforcement in 
existence. The particular case is the 
white line running east and west on 
Pine street at Jefferson avenue where, 
during the rush hours of morning and 
evening, the traffic is tremendous. A 
couple of days ago, when a single line 
of westbound traffic was occupying the 
lane meant for two lines of traffic, and 
with no eastbound traffic in sight, sev- 
eral of us quite consciously crossed the 
white line to speed up traffic and get 
some place, and were subsequently waved 
over to the curb a half block west of 
Jefferson avenue. 

Did the arresting officer make any ef- 
fort to arrest the slow-moving drivers 
who kept to the middle of the street? 
He did not. Is our traffic force mak- 
ing any effort to compel the slow drivers 
to keep as near the curb as possible? 
is it making any effort to arrest the 
wise-crackers who stop half-way across 
the line at a boulevard stop? . Is it ex- 
erting itself to catch the smart alecks 
who disregard boulevard stops alto- 
gether? The answer, I am sure, is obvi- 
ous to any thinking person.

silver producing countries have made the subject 
of silver acute for the first time since the famous 
silver campaign made by Mr. Bryan in 1896. He pro- 
posed a fixed ratio of 16 to 1. Silver is now about 30 
to 1, that is as to gold. Almost all nations coin 
both. They have bimetalism, while Mexico ‘has ggne 
in for monometalism. 

Mexico’s drastic action must be ascribed to an 
acute economic emergency. It is unlikely that so 
able an economist as Gen. Callies believes silver can 
be raised in the scale of the precious metals and 
gold made mere merchandise by official fiat. His- 
tory is against it. With the growing abundance of 
silver, the world has been steadily shifting for years 
to the gold standard. Gold rerains scarce enough 
to serve as a standard for money, which silver has 
failed to do. A committee of the League of Nations 
which has been investigating the gold supply fore- 
casts a shortage for the purposes of trade by 1934. 
Two-thirds of the gold supply is monetized. Only 
one-third goes into manufacturing—that is into jew- 
elry, etc. Mexico cannot offer her silver as legal 
tender outside her own borders, an obvious annoy- 
ance. She may derive benefit for the moment from 
confining domestic money to silver and silver notes, 
but her action is at best a makeshift. 

China is the greatest of the silver using countries, 
and the misfortunes of silver have been due to a 
|degree to the misfortunes of China. China has the 
silver standard. Prof. E. W. Kemmerer, president 
of a commission of American experts which was re-' 
quested by China a few years ago to advise ved 
with regard to her currency and financial problems, | 
says she unquestionably has the worst currency sys-| 
tem to be found in any quarter of the globe.

Some very sweeping generalities were drawn from 
Stalin’s speech. Those who have been grasping 
since 1917 at every straw indicating the col- 
lapse of Communism seized upon it as a confirma- 
tion of the long-expected debacle. Their views were 
expressed by a correspondent of the London Daily 
Express, who wrote: | 

The five-year plan has failed. The great Rus- 

sian experiment that was to convert overnight a 

race of peasants into a nation of skilled indus- 

trialists has crashed—and the dream of Com- 


munism lies dead in the wreckage. That is the 
picture which Stalin has broadcast to the world. 


We agree with this writer that Communism is 
dead; that is, Communism in the abstract. But its 
death is not of recent occurrence. So far as Russia 
is concerned, its official death was recorded 10 years 
ago, when Lenin announced his new economic policy, 
although in truth and in fact it had never been real- 
ized. Neither Lenin nor Stalin was ever deceived 
by the mirage of abstract Communism, in so far as 
that implies the reduction of humanity to a dead 
level. Nor did Thomas Jefferson believe that all men 
are created free and equal except in a strictly limited 
political sense. 

What Stalin has done is to extend official recog- 
nition to human nature in the Soviet state. He 
says equal wages are an evil because they do not 


reward men, as they should be rewarded, in propor- 
tion to merit. “It is unbearable,” says he, “to see 
the locomotive driver receiving the same wages as a 
bookkeeper.” Distinctions should be made between 
hard and easy work, between skilled and unskilled 
labor. Otherwise, no incentive exists for individual 
improvement. 

Surely this is heresy from the standpoint of strict 
Communistic dogma, but practically its effect is to 
strengthen the Soviet regime. . More discriminating 


than the writer in the London Daily Express, the 
Evening News of the same city said that the poten- 
tial Russian menace “now has become more deadly

The Script Girl Is an 
Important Cog in the - 
Picture Studios. 


HOLLYWOOD, July 25. 
OLLYWOOD has an important 
H piace for the girls with brains. 
She needn't be pretty—she 
may be plain as plain. 

But if she has beauty, all the 
better. 

For one of Holly wood’s.most in- 
teresting, most difficult, and most 
necessary jobs calls for the head 
for detail that seems to be a pe- 
culiarly feminine attribute. The 
movies simply could not get along 
without the script girl. 

Remember the old, old days (the 
pre-script girl era) when a screen 
actor might leaye a room wearing 
a pair of fur chaparejos—to return 
in half a minute wearing a pair of 
leather pants? Remember when 
an actor would be riding a spotted 
horse on the first part of a short 
journey, and be seen at the end 
of the ride dismounting from a 
steed that had turned coal black? 

Of course every cinemagocr 
knows that pictures practically 
néver are taken in the sequence 
in which they finally appear.

Stone’s smock were intact, and a 
second later a button was missing. 
Oh, women notice those things, 
and they write letters about them. 
When the script girl makes a slip 
she hears from her own sex. Of 
course she doesn’t write to the 
ecript girl, but to the director, but 
the director isn’t responsible for 
those details, and the kidding and 
razzing and indignant letters come 
from girls and women all over the 
country. 

“However, I soon saw that the 
buttons were all right. The smock 
merely Nad rolled back and hidden 
the button that I thought was miss- 
ing. The scene went on. 

“The directors get used to these 
interruptions on the part of the 
script girl. It’s annoying, of 
course, to be all ready to take a 


scene, only to have the script girl: 


put up her hand in the signal to 
halt. But it’s more annoying: to 
have to take a long scene all over 
again because of an irregularity of 
detail.” 

The script girl is responsible for 
more than meets the eye. Her du- 
ties do not begin or end with re- 
membering the length of a star’s 
cigarette or the kind of shoes that 
were worn by an ingenue. Far 
from it. As a matter of fact one 
of her most important duties is to 
write down the exact location of all 
the cameras and lights used in the 
filming of a scene. Cameramen 
sometimes are pretty hard to deal! 
with, because most of them have 
a very high opinion of their abili- 
ty to tell, by looking through the 
lens, the distance from a table or 
a chair or a tree or an automobile 
when the scene was shot for the 


first time. 

“Some of them are _  trouble- 
some,” according to Miss Thomp- 
son. “When we take one part of 
a@ scene, I measure out the exact 
location of every camera, down to 
the last inch. Then if we come 
back to that scene, I order the set- 
ups to be made as I had measured 
them. Of course if the camera 
man mants to be malicious, he can 
move the lens without moving the 
camera. But there is a way cf 
telling when a lens has been 
moved, and it doesn't take me long 
to find out. To tell the truth, 
though, there isn't as much fric- 
tion between the camera men and 
the rest of the staff as there used 
to be. Most of the oldtime hos- 
tility was caused by the camera 
men's penchant for practical jokes, 
but the modern studio has no time 
for that sort of thing on «a set. 
Studios today have achieved a de- 
gree of efficiency that makes a 
veteran of a decade ago wonder 
how we ever got out a picture. 


é6 ND with the increased ef- 
ficiency of everything else 
about the studio, the script 


girl has had to stay awake and to ~ 


progress accordingly.” 

So that’s the kind of a job a 
girl with brains can get in Holly- 
wood—one of several that are open 
to girls who haven't been endowed 
with extraordinary good looks. But 
good looks do not bar a young 
woman from a script girl job. 
Alice White was a succéssful script 
girit and learned a great deal about 
acting technique while holding 
down that job, long before she ever 
had appeared before the camera 
as an actress. 

So pretty features and a well- 
shaped head neither help nor hin- 
der a would-be script girl. 

All a young woman needs is an 
encyclopedic head for detail.

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Facial Neuralgia 


T pains afte a variety of facial 


pains due to many different 

conditions and commonly called 
facial neuralgia. Some are the re- 
sult of disease of the teeth, ears, 
nose and tonsils. 

True facial neuralgia, technical- 
ly termed trigeminal neuralgia, or 
tic doloureaux, is a specific disease 
condition involving what is known 
as the fifth cranial nerve. 

Trigeminal neuralgia is an ex- 
cruciatingly painful condition. The 
pains are of a flashing or shooting 
character described by the patient 
as being like those produced by 
red hot needles or knives stabbed 
through the face. 

The attacks are recurrent and 
each may last from one-half min- 
ute to several hours. The afflic- 
tion is chronic, some sufferers 
having had it for more than 30 
years. 

Facial neuralgia is more come 
mon among women than among 
men. It developa in middle life, 
though the very young and the 
aged may occasionally be affected. 
{t usually involves but one side of 
the face, in & small percentage of 
cases, both sides are affected. 

The cause of the disease is une 
known. However, it may come on 
after a severe emotional shock, or 
after an injury to the jaw and face, 
the result of a blow. 

Painful and difficult dental ez- 
tractions may be the forerunner t¢ 
the development of this condition. 
Bad dental hygiene and pus infec- 
tions in the gums, teeth and tonsils 
are thought to be contributing 
causes. 

In the absence of any specific 
knowledge as to the cause of the 
disease, it is impossible to prescribe 
any definite method for its preven- 
tion. However, care of the teeth, 
gums and good oral hygiene are 
advisable. 

In recent years, treatment of 
facial neuralgia has been much im- 
proved. Injection of alcohol into 
the roots of the nerve, or in the 
more serious conditions an opera- 
tion upon the nerve or its roots will 
bring relief to the sufferer.
